The importan ce of the en terprise 
to every property own er in the city

17 y ears, on Jun e 19 , last. 
The accused was arrested at the 
home of his 
brother, 
miles 
n orth of Lamon te, y esterday fore 
n oon , by Con stable W. J. Chatham, 
of Lamon te town ship, who broug h 
the prison er to Sedalia on a frcig h 
train an d committed him to the care 
of Coun ty Jailer Price Howell. 
Combs is a strappin g big fellow 
an d is rather g ood lookin g . 
He 
admits havin g been crimin ally in ti­ 
mate with the g irl, but den ies that 
he is respon sible for her ruin , an d 
say s he will have n o trouble in 
provin g that he was in Green e 
coun ty at the time the crime is al­ 
leg ed to have been committed. 
Miss Dun can is the daug hter of 
John Dun can , formerly of Ben ton 
coun ty , but n ow believed to be en ­ 
g ag ed in teamin g in Sedalia—at 
least he was here when Combs last 
heard of him. 
Combs say s Mary was crooked 
lon g before he made her acq uain t­ 
an ce, an d he thin ks he is the vic­ 
tim of a job to compel him to 
marry her, as she will soon become 
a mother. 
The Salin e coun ty 
authorities 
were last n ig ht n otified of the arrest 
an d are ex pected to arrive today 
after Combs.

C R IM IN A L COSTS. 


Justice G. W, Burr’s Statemen t for the 
Past Year. 


Speakin g of the Cy rus Newkirk 
oran g e lan ds in Southern 
Cali­ 
forn ia, Mr. W . A. Latimer, receiver 
of the First Nation al ban k, said to 
a D e m o c r a t reporter y esterday : 
"At the time I took possession of 
the ban k 1 was opposed to havin g 
an y thin g further to do with the 
oran g e lan d; in fact, was preju. 
diced ag ain st it, but after havin g 
made a person al visit to Californ ia, 
an d lookin g the property over care­ 
fully an d comparin g it with proper­ 
ties within two miles of it, I am led 
to believe that Mr. Cy rus New­ 
kirk’s opin ion of that property was 
a correct on e; that he on ly stepped 
bey on d his depth an d was un able 
to follow it with 
the n ecessary 
mon ey in the face of these times. 
"Please do n ot un derstan d that 
I am san ction in g his havin g used 
the fun ds of the ban k to make this 
in vestmen t, but I am simply statin g 
facts as to the in trin sic value of the 
property in time. 
" I was told by Mr. Newkirk, in 


The q uestion of crimin al costs is 
receivin g con siderable atten tion at 
the han ds of the tax pay ers of Pettis 
coun ty just n ow. 
It is charg ed that there has been

S e n a t o r

ishment of war, and asking all othei^ 
civilized 
nations to express their 


sentiments to the end that negotia­ 
tions for perpetual peace between 
all nations may be commenced. 


I t takes something 
more 
than 
merely locking a man up in jail to 
make a good citizen of him, but 
frequently warm clothes, wholesome 
fo od and steady employment will do 
it. 
T h e crime problem is more or 
less connected with the industrial 
problem, 
and the best and wisest 
statesmanship should set to work to 
provide employment for those who 
cannot find it. 


T h e towns in which state normal 
schools are located are all stirred 
up over the effort that is being made 
to concentrate all of the stale a p ­ 
propriations on the university. 
A s 
a matter of tact, the normals are 
doing an excellent work and afford 
higher education to thousands of 
young men and women who could 
never find the means to take a uni­ 
versity course. 


T h e investigating committees at 
Kansas City will bring out volumes 
of testimony, but if any real reform 
is secured it must be through the 
grand jury and the enforcement of 
the law. 
Public sentiment rules the 
world, and as long as that senti­ 
ment in K ansas C ity fails to mani­ 


fest itself through a demand that the 
officers 
shall 
do their duty, 
the 
gambling evil and 
other evils are 
going to flourish.

legislature at every session and open 
to the inspection of the citizens of 
the state at all times. 


The 
insurance 
department 
is 
created for the protection of 
the 
people, not for the convenience of 
the great insurance companies, and

business with 
the 
governor, the secretary of state, the 
state auditor or slate treasurer can 
also visit the officer who has charge 
of insurance matters, and gain such 
information as he may desire.

A. P. Crowell, of this city, is try­ 
ing to establish his claim to a p o r­ 
tion of $30,000,000 left to heirs of 
Elisha Crowell. 


Mr. Crowell can trace his ances­ 
tors back to his grandfather, John 
Crowell, 
who emigrated from near 
Caldwell, 
New Jersey, 
to Central 
New Y o rk in the beginning of the 
present century, 
but he does not 
know anything of hi.s grandfather’s 
people or where they came from 
when they arrived in New Jersey. 
H e has written to the east to try 
to trace the family history back 
into the last century. 
T h e follow ­ 
ing dispatch is from 
Boston and 
bears on the case: 


James G . Crowell, of Somerville, 
Mass., has gone to Halifax, N. S., 
because 
the 
Crowell 
family, 
of 
which he is one, have fallen heir to 
a fortune of ^6,000,000. 


It appears that in the year 1812 
Elisha Crowell, 106 years old, died 
in Bristol, England, leaving a for 
tune of ^'400,000. 


His brother and only heir, Ab- 
solon Crowell, 
had left the place 
some years before, and no trace of 
his whereabouts could be obtained, 
nor was anything heard of him or 
his family until lately. 
During all 
this time the money was accum u­ 
lating in the Bank of England. 
The mysterious disappearance of 
the heir is now explained by the 
fact that in the year 1760 he, with 
his two sons and many others, em i­ 
grated to Rhode Island. 
At the b e ­ 
ginning of the Am erican revolution 
most 
of 
the 
Crowells 
left 
their 
homes, and with many of the loyal­ 
ists, went to N ova Scotia. Eighteen 
of the direct heirs are dead, 
and it 
is said the monev is to be divided 
among their families, 
which 
are 
scatterred over N ova Scotia, M ass­ 
achusetts and R hode Island.

In 
that county two and a half miles of 
rock

have been 
built with 
funds from the county treasury, and 
a meeting was held at St. 
Joseph 
yesterday of those interested in the 
work. 
T h e im proved road is sixty feet 
wide, 
but the m acadam is spread 
over* only the center twenty feet. 
T h e road is crowned but six inches, 
which, 
Mr. 
Stanley says, 
is not 
enough. 
In talking of road improvements 
at home, 
he says that any road in 
Pettis county can be macadamized 
at a cost of $2,000 per mile, 
while 
more than half of it could be im ­ 
proved, sixteen feet wide, 
properly 
drained, crow ned to one foot in the 
center, 
with a course of four-inch 
stone 
broken to pass through an 
inch and a half ring, for $1,500 a 


mile.
